shot through the heart. 

Lieutenant Philip Van Horn Lansdale, 
of the United States cruiser Philadelphia, 
had his leg shattered while endeavoring to 
fix the jammed gun. 

Seaman Hunt, of the British cruiser Por- 
poise, had an extraordinary €scape. He 
remained with Lieutenant Lansdale until 
clubbed over the head and knocked sense- 
less. The blue jacket revived as the 
natives were cutting off his right ear and 
were turning him over in order to cut off 
his left ear, 

At this juncture a shell from the Brit- 
ish cruiser Royalist burst on the battle 
field, scaring the’ rebels, and Hunt suc- 
ceeded in escaping to the beach, although 
Severely stabbed in one foot. 

Bodies Are Found Headless. 

The same night the friendlies found. the 
bodies of all the officers, headless. The 
bodies were buried with all honors at Mul- 
inuu on Easter Sunday. Their heads were 
Subsequently brought in by some French 
priests. The graves were reopened and 
the heads buried with the bodies. 

Lieutenants Freeman and Lansdale were 
capable and popular officers, The former 
was single and the latter was married in 
June. 

The officers who returned are Lieutenant 
George E. Cave, of the Porpoise, and 
Lieutenant, C. M. Perkins, of the Phila- 
delphia. All behaved splendidly. Lieu- 
tenant Cave took command of the retreat. 
Captain Sturdee, of the Porpoise, was away 
on an expedition with his cruiser, and 
Gaunt’s brigade was also absent on duty. 

The loss of the enemy is not known, but 
probably fifty of the rebels were killed 
and many were wounded. The bodies of 
three rebels were found near the spot where 
Lieutenant. Lansdale and Ensign Mona- 
ghan, of the Philadelphia, were killed. The 
priests buried thirty-eight rebels, and 
much blood was seen on the road over 
which the Mataafans had been dragging 
away their dead and wounded. There 
were also pools of blood behind the cocoa- 
nut trees, the bullets from the American 
and rifles going right through thick trees 
and killing men hiding behind them»: Some 
of the rebels fired from the tops of cocoa- 
nut palms. 

The rebels opened fire near the town last 
evening. It is proposed to summon an- 
other warship 
among the friendlies, and to import addi- | 
tional friendlies from Tutulea. 

More Troops Are Needed. 

It is. also suggested that troops might 
be obtained from New Zealand or Sydney, 
New South Wales. 

If a sufficient quantity of arms could be 
obtained, about 2,000 friendlies could be 
used against the Mataafans. But they 
are not brave and have not shown fight- 
ing qualities excepting those with Gaunt’s 
brigade, and that force may not accom- 
plish much, 

Admiral Kautz, Captain E. W. 
White, of the Philadelphia, and the 
American men and officers generally 
have earned golden opinions, as have 
Captains Stuart and Sturiee, of the 
Nritish navy. They are doing every-

Breach with Germany Widens. 

The diplomatic negotiations of the day 
were not directed particularly to the en- 
counter, as the official information is too 
meager thus far to warrant positive off- 
cial action. There were many inquiries, 
however, and the state department and the 
British and German embassies exchanged 
uch advices as they had on the subfect. 

In the main, the diplomatic negotiations 
continued to center around the high com- 
mission. On this subject a breach is grad- 
ually opening between Great Britain and 
Germany because of the refusal of Great 
Britain to have the commission leave San 
Francisco on the 19th.

Freeman Next in Command. 
Lieutenant Freeman, killed in Samoa, is 
given in the British naval list as Lieutenant 
Angel H. Freeman, the senior lieutenant 
of the cruiser Tauranga, arid next to Cap- 
tain Stuart in command of the vessel. As 
chief Neutenant he was executive officer of 


-the Tauranga. 


The British admiralty has a number of 
ships not far from Samoa in the Austral- 
asia islands, a special design of small 
cruiser being used in that locality. The 
chief naval station accessible to Samoa is 
on the China coast, where the Aslatic 
squadron embraces some of the largest war- 
ships in the British navy. In number, arm- 
ament and tonnage the Britis? ships on this 
Station far exceed those of Germany or 
any other power. The chief German naval 
station near Samoa also}is on the China 
coast at Kiao Chou, where Admiral Prince 
Henry is in command, 

Admiral Dewey's fleet at Manila is the 
nearest assemblage of American warships 
to Samoa. The sail from Manila is about 
fourteen days. 

Senator Davis, chairman of the senate 
committee on foreign relations was one of 
the earliest of the president's visitors today. 
Wihen asked for his views en the situation, 
he said: 

We must be careful and not lose our 


heads. We must not form an opinion 
until all facts are known. 


Hull Thinks War Possible. 

Representative Hull, of Iowa, chairman 
of the houso military committee, was also 
one of the president's visitors. He said: 

“This government will not attempt 
to discredit our men there unless it is 
shown clearly that they are in the 
wrong. If Germany persists in her 
present course there may be a war. I 
do not believe this administration will 
allow Germany to run this govern- 
ment as she seems to be trying to do 
now. In my section of the country 
tbe feeling has been strong against 
Germany for six months. The people 
believe that she was hostile to us in 
the war with Spain. The people are 
in such temper that they will not per- 
mit any trifling or hedging on the 
pave of the United States. If there 
should be war I do not believe that 
all the European countries could or 
would stand against Great Britain 
end the United States.”’ 

Senator Thurston said that it would be 
pretty hard for three of the most enlight- 
ened nations of the earth to have war over 
a few little islands which are of no conse- 
quence. - He considered the situation some- 
what grave. 

Senator Stewart said: ‘“‘Does Germany 
want to fight? If so, she may be accommo- 
dated. We are a-peaceful people, but we 
don’t permit othe Ts to go around with chips

LON DON SEES GRAVE SITUATION. 


Englishmen Think an Agreement Be- 
tween the Powers Far Off. 

London, April 12.—The outbreak in Sa- 
moa just when the powers had agreed 
upon the appointment of a commission to 
settle the difficulties there has caused 
great annoyance and dissapointment at 
the foreign office nere, where it is regard- 
ed as making the already serious com- 
plications still graver. While they have 
difficulty in. expressing a d finate opinion 
on the fresh developments it is acknowled- 
ged that the foreign office officials think 
it has b en manifésted that there has been 
hasty and aggressive action upon «the 
part of Herr Rose, the German consul. 
Although he may have many technical 
reasons for the part h* has played in be- 
half of German interests, it is asserted 
that he has been the prime cause of the 
outbreak, which it is added wil] necessa- 
rily greatly embarrass the endeavors which 
the three powers are making to restore 
a satisfactory and amicable state of af- 
fairs. 

The foreign office officials mppear to : 
think that it was obviously the duty of 
the three consuls to uphold the decision 
of the supreme court, which according to 
the telegrams received, decided to rein- 
state Tanu in place of the provisional gov- 
ernment, and that the action of Herr 
Rose in issuing a count«r proclamation 
supporting the rebeilious faction, could not 
but hav- a disastrous effect as shown by 
the fighting described in today’s dispatch- 
es. 

Further, the officials of the foreign office 
think it impossible to say to a certainty 
how events will develop, but they are of 
the opinion that it is high time the com- 
missioners got to work in order to settle 
once for all the deplorable state of affairs 
in Samoa. The dispatch received by the 
British admiralty from Apia, after giving 
a list of the killed and wounded, adds: 

The British and American authorities 
used their utmost endeavors previous to 
the fighting, to reach a peaceful sgettle- 


ment.”’

W heaton started at daylight. with the 
Tenth Pennsylvania and the Second Oregon 
regiments and two guns to drive the rebels 
from the American right flank, between 
the railroad and the foothills. 

Fie met with slight resistance near Santa 
Maria, and had one man wounded. But 
the enemy bolted when shelled by the ar- 
tillery and burned and abandoned the town 
of Santa Maria, where a thousand rebels 
Were supposed to have been concentrated. 
During the rest of the day the enemy 
was in full retreat toward the mountains, 
burning the villages behind the retreating 
force. Occasionally a few of the rebels 
dropped to the rear and fired at the ad- 
vancing American troops from the Jungle, 
apparently with the idea that this would 
check our advance and cover the retreat 
of the Filipinos. But finding these tactics 
ineffectual, these rebels scrambled after 
the main body. 

The American guard along the railroad 
has been materially. strengthened and it 
is not likely the will succeed in 
getting in the future to as close quarters 
as they did yesterday, even if they return 
from the mountains. 

6:50 p. m.—General Wheaton has tele- 
graphed to Major General Otis saying: 

“They would not wait to be killed.” 

General LaWton 1s scouring the vicinity 
of Santa Cruz. He finds the rebels have 
decamped., He has secured a gunboat, six 
launches and two cascas, compr.sing the 
Filipino fleet. These vessels were stuck in 
the mud of the river. Major General Otis 
has sent a dredge to the spot. 

Commission Hears Opinions. 

The United States Philippine commission 
is hearing the leading residents of various 
nationalities, priests and Spaniards, num- 
bers of them appearing voluntarily, on 
the subject of the future of the islands. 
The put to them all ‘are: 

“Do you believe the Filipinos are 
capable of self-government in the 
townships? Do you believe the Filipi- 
nos are capable of self-government in 
tne provinces? Do you believe the Fil- 
inincs are capable of self-government 
in the archipelago.”’ 
~All of those who have heen interrogated, 
fncluding Filipinos, who sympathize theo- 
retically with independence, have replied 
to the third question w.th remarkable una- 
nimity in the negative. Independen ze, 
they say, would result in chaos, endless 
tribal wars and European intervention. A 
few of them think that provincial self-gov- 
ernment is practicable, but most of them 
faver self-government im the townships 
with a form of American supervision pro- 
tecting the inhabitants against the pecula- 
tions and extortions which their experi- 
ence with the Spanish regime has led’*them 
to consider the natural perquisite of official- 
dom.

The sections of the constitution bearing 
upon the suffrage question are the fol- 
lowing: 

What the Constitution Provides. 

“Section 241. Every male inhabitant of 
this state, except idiots, insane persons and 
Indians not taxed, who is a citizen of the 
United States, twenty-one years old and 
upward, who has resided in this state two 
years, and one year in the election district, 
or in the incorporated city om town in 
which he offers to vote, and who is duly 
reg stered as provided in this article, and 
who has never been convicted of bribery, 
burglary, theft, arson, obtaining money or 
goods under false pretenses, perjury, for- 
gery, embezzlement or bigamy, and who 
has pardy on or before the ‘first day of 
February of the year in which he shall offer 
to vote, all taxes which may have been le- 
Bally required of him, and wiaich he has 
had an opportunity of paying according to 
law, for the two preceding years, and who 
shall produce to the officer holding the elec- 
tion satisfactory evidence that he has paid 
said taxes, is declared to be a qualified 
elector; but any minister of the gospel in 
charge of an organized church shall be en- 
titled to vote “ifter six months’ residence in 
the election district, if otherwise qualified. 

“Section 242. The legtslature§ shall pro- 
vide by law for the registration of all per- 

entitled to vote at any election, and 
persons offering to register shall take 
the following oath or affirmation: ‘Il, -—, 
do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I am 
twenty-one years old (or I will be before 
the next election in this county), and that l 
have resided in this state two years and 
: election district of county year 
next. preceding the ensuing election (or it 
it be stated in the oath that the person 
proposing to register is a minister of the 
gospel in charge of an organized church, 
then it will be sufficient to aver therein 
two vears'’ residence in the state and six 
months in said election district), and am 
now in good faith a resident of the same, 
and that I am not disqualied from voting 
by reason of having been convicted of any 
crime named in the constitution of this 
State as a disqualification to be an elector, 
that I will truly answer all questions pro- 
pounded to me concerning my antecedents 
so far as they relate to my right to voté, 
and also as to my residence before my 
citizenship in this district; that I will 
faithfully support the constitution of the 
United States and of the state of Mississip- 
pi, and will bear true faith and allegiance 
to the: same. So help me God.’ In regis- 
tering voters in cities and towns not wholly 
in one election distriet, the name of such 
city or town may be substituted in the oath 
for the election district. Any willful and 
corrupt false statement in ,;said affidavit, 
or in any material question propounded as 
herein authorized, shall be perjury. 

“Section 243..A uniform poll tax of $2, to 
be used in aid of the common schools, and 
for no other purpose, is hereby imposed on 
every male inhabitant of this state between 
the ages of twenty-one and sixty years, 
except persons who are deaf and dumb or 
blind, or who are maimed by loss of hand 
or foot; said tax to be a lien only upon 
taxable property. The board of supervisors 
of any county may, for the purpose of 
aiding the common schools in that county, 
increase the poll tax in said county, but in 
no case shall the entire poll tax exceed in 
any one year $8 on each poll. No criminal 
proceedings shall be allowed to enforce the 
collection of the poll tax. 

“Section 244. On and after the 1st day of 
January, A. D., 1892, every elector shall, 
in addition to the foregoing qualifications, 
be able to read any section of the consti- 
tution of this state; or he shall be able to 
understand the same when read to him, or 
Give a reasonable interpretation thereof.”’ 

Apparently Fair to All. 

A reading of these provisions shows noth- 
ing harsh or unjust. Certainly there Ys 
nothing in the first three sections to which 
exception can be taken, nor if the fourth 
is administered without discrimination 
against the blacks, can even that be jfust- 
ly criticised... In accordance with these 
provisions of the constitution, the legisla- 
ture has provided the machinery for the 
registration contemplated, and the regis- 
trars put the educational test. 

Under the administration of these regis- 
tration laws the great majority of the. 
colored voters of tne state find themselves 
deprived of the privilege of voting. Per- 
haps it would be more in conformity with 
the iegal understanding of the case to say 
that the privilege is not extended to them, 
but the meaning is the same. As a matter 
of: fact, only 2a small proportion of the 
negroes of the state have ever presented 
themselves for registration; and in this con- 
nection it is interesting to know that it 
is the poll tax provisiou that keeps most 
of them from attempting to vote. They 
cannot vote unless they have paid their 
taxes: the failure to pay the poll tax can- 
not be enforced by criminal proceedings; . 
they would rather lose their vote than 
pay the poll tax so long as there,is any 
chance to get out of it—that seems to be 
the whole story. 

° \ 
The Secretary of State’s Views. 

Colonel Power, secretary of state for 
Mississippi, who has made a special study 
of the operation of the suffrage laws, said 
to me in discussing the matter: 

“There can be no questioning the fact 
that the Miesissippi plan of restricting the 
suffrage works well. It has now been 
given a full and thorough test and it meets 
all the requirements. Under its workings 
the great mass of the ignorant and illit- 
erate are kept from exercising the privilege 
of suffrage. The Mississippi plan has stood 
the test of the courts. It does not fly in 
the face’ of the suffrage amendments to 
the federal constitution, for there is no 
discrimination on account of race, color 
or previous condition of servitude. Many 
colored people cannot meet the tests and 
there are some white people who cannot.” 

“Then there are white men who are dis- 
franchised?’ I asked. 

“Yes; and there are colored men who 
are voters. There can be no disputing these 
facts. Just how many of each—how many 
colored men vote and how many white men 
are not qualified—I am not prepared to say. 
We have no very complete statistics on 
the subject. It is a fact that but com- 
paratively few negroes have ever tried to 
qualify. They don’t seem to care whetber 
they vote or not. As for giving them op- 
portunity to qualify themselves to meet 
the educational test, the state is very Iib- 
eral in its appropriations for the colored 
schools. In the counties having a heavy 
black population the amount of money sent 
there for the school fund is really regarded

too great. The apportionment among the 
counties is made on the basis of population, 
and the blacks far outnumber the whites,

Chance cf Discrimination? Of Course. 
Governor McLaurin also testified to the 
excellent workings of the suffrage plan. 
“Of course, there will always be complaints 
in any system where the registrar has the 
decision,’’ said he, “‘for men are human, 
and it is natural that there should be: less 
strictness with regard to the white man 
than with the negro. There are bound to 
be individual cases of abuse of this power, 
and naturally the white man is not going 
to be given th: worst of it. But the Missis- 
sipp! plan does not make discriminations 
on the basis of race or color, and does not, 
therefore, disregard the suffrage amend- 
ments of the federal constitution.’

‘“‘We have received several official dis- 
patches saying that the Tanu people for a 
fortnight past thave beem raiding and pil- 
laging around Apia, destroying madinly 
German property. They are armed with 
weapons furnished by the British, 

‘We also received today a dispatch from 
the commander of the Falke confirming the 
ambuseade and the loss of the Americans 
and English substantially tallying with whe 
dispatches of the Associated Press. Tne 
ambuscades possibly have been on a Ger- 
man @lamtation, as nearly all the property 
around Apia is German. The government 
regrets -extremely the occurrence, for 
which, however, it is in no way to blame. 

“Such hostile encounters must naturally 
be expected When the Anglo-American ac- 
tion in crowning Tanu has made nine- 
tenths of the Samoans their enemies. It 
shows strongly how necessary is the prompt 
departure of the commission with adequate- 
ly full instructions... Although the German 
commissioner has not yet been formally 
appointed, he is ready to start for Samoa 
within half an hour if the three govern- 
Ments clearly define the mode of 
tion and the powers of the 
Why does England needlessly delay agree- 
ing? It is the only way to prevent cease- 
less bloodshed in Samoa. Unless the com- 
mission starts soon such encounters may 
recur any day. 

“Of course now that fresh blood has 
been spilled. the excitement of the Ameri- 
cans and British may inerease. Sut Ger- 
many is blameless. Tihhe same thing hap- 
pened ‘to our men in 1888. The Samoans 
also cut off the heads of the German vic- 
tims then. This is one of the Samoans 
pleasant habits. If Admiral Kautz had the 
power to re-establish peace all might be 
weil. But he needs a much stronger force 
than is now available under his and the 
British command at Apia to subdue Ma- 
taafa and his warlike hosts.”’ 

An official dispatch from Apia, ~dated 
April 6th, says: 

‘The British have been bombarding a 
Samoan village daily and the adherents of 
both Tanu and Mataafa are plundering for- 
eign property. 

“On April Ist an Anglo-American landing 
party of seventy men fefl into an ambus- 
cade near Vailele. Three officers were 
killed and two light guns were captured. 
The warships afterwards renewed the bom- 
bardment.”’ 

The officials here point out that the en- 
Fagement appears to have occurred at the 
same’ place that a landing party from the 
German warships Olea, Eber and Adler had 
an encounter with the natives in 1&8. 


NO RE-ENFORCEMENT FOR KAUTZ 


Secretary Long Thinks Presence of 
‘I'wo English Ships Enough, 

Washington, April 12.—Both the British 
and German embassies here tonight re- 
ceived lengthy cablegrams from their for- 
eign offices reporting on the developments 
in Samoa. That from 
the British consul at Apia and said that 
the casualties were one British officer 
killed and two or three American officers 
killed and five American sailors wounded, 
with two English sailors wounded. 

The purport of the German dispatch is 
not known. It reached here about 8 o’clock 
and took an hour and a half to decipher, 

The dispatch to the British embassy was 
in the main a confirmation of the facts 
given in the Associated Press dispatch. It 
was conservative in tone. 

The action of Great Britain in ordering 
two more warship® to Samoa attracted ceon- 
siderable attention here, and it was stated 
that if the British ships are so re-enforced, 
Germany would take similar steps to aug- 
ment her naval representation in those wa- 
ters to meet any possible continzencies. 

So far, however, no action looking to re- 
enforcing the United States naval forces 
there has been taken. Secretary Long was 
informed of Great Britain's action late to- 
night, but he said it was his belief that 
there was adequate representation of the 
United States there now, and that no more 
vessels would be dispatched to Samoa un- 
less further developments occur. The Phila- 
delphia, he said, with the two British ships, 
was fully able to cope with the situation in 
the present light of events. 

Admiral Kautz has not requested'‘any re- 
enforcements, and his recommendation un- 
der ordinary circumstances would ve await- 
ed. The view is held in German circles 
that much of the: delay in settling the

Deceased Had Lived in Macon Twenty 
Years—Business Affairs Were in 
Good Shape and He Did

Trouble.

He deliberately considered the rash act 


and took twenty-one grains of morphine 
to end his life. : 

He was down town yesterday afternoon. 

He was found dead this morning sitting 
in a rocking chair in this bedroom at the 
residence of Mrs. A. C. Taylor in Vineville, 
with whom he had boarded for the past 
twenty vears The horrible discovery was 
made when Mrs. Taylor went to his room 
to awaken him for his breakfast. She first 
knocked several times at ‘his door, but re- 


ceiving no answer, she opened the door and | 
/ Yet, it is understood, 


entered. and there beheld the dreadful spec- 
tacle of Colonel Ransone sitting up in the 
chair dead, with a flickering light from the 
Mrs. 
Taylcr’s cries of distress alarmed the other 
irmates of the house, and attracted the 
attention of neighbors, who went rushing 
to the chamber of death. Judge John L. 


Taylor, was the first outsider to reach Colo- 
ne] Ransone, but Judge Hardeman instant- 
ly saw that he was dead. 

Drs. Parker and Mettaner were summon- 
ed. They both stated that death had en- 
sued several hours before, and after exam- 
ining the glass from which the medicine 
was taken «nd the various powder papers 
seattered about the hearth, they stated that 
death had probably resulted from a large 
dose of morphine. 

Everything about the room was in the 
mcst perfect order, and the bed, which had 
been turned down by Mrs. Taylor 
night, had been respread by the deceased.

Christian recovered 
from his wounds, and so did Ransone, but 
Ransone was confined by them in bed for 
twelve months. It is said that qgueing this 
street duel Ransone acted with great cool- 
ness and bravery. 


Ransone Appeals Case. 


When a verdict for $6,000 was rendered 
in Early superior court against Ransone 
and in favor of Christian for libel, Ran- 
sone appealed the case to 
court and it was heard at the July term, 
1873. At the trial in the superior court 
Ransone proposed to file an equitable plea 
to the effect that, since the bringing of the 
libel action, the plaintiff, Christian, made 
an unprovoked assault upon the defendant, 
Ransone, with the intent to murder him, 
and wounded him by several shots fired 
from a pistol, one striking him in the thigh 
and hip, and the other in the ankle, from 
which wounds Ransone was confined to 
his bed for the space of twelve months, 
and was unable to walk at the time of the 
trial and was apprehensive that he would 
be a cripple for life, to his damage, $50,000. 
The defendant, Ransone, prayed that this 
amount might be set off against any dam-

‘“‘Move and I'll shoot you.’’ Firing began 
soon afterwards. When a shot was fired 
in Guilford’s direction witness released him 
and then the firing became general. Tapp 
ran and witness thinks he turned and fired 
once. 

Walter Davis testified that he knew of 
trouble between Tapp and the Cannons and 
caught Guilford when the difficulty began. 
Guilford had an ax handle. He wid not 
hear Will say anything about shooting and 
did not know who fired first. He released 
Guilford when the duel began, 

Hene the state rested its case. 

Colonel R. J. McCamy addressed the jury, 
outlining what he expected to prove. 

Court adjourned until 7:30 o’clock Thurs- 
day morning.

Execution of Murderer of Sarah 
Curry at Gainesville 


NEGRO MET HIS FATE COBLLY 


He Made No Speech from the Scaffold 
but Said That 


HE WAS WILLING TO BE HANGED 


The Henging Was in Private and but 
Few Besides the Officers Witness- 
ead It—The Crime for Which 
Law Was Sent to the 

Scaffold. . 


Gainesville, Ga., April 12.—(Special.)— 
Cassius Law paid the penalty of death on 
the gallows today for the murder of Sarah 
Curry. The execution oc¢urred in private 
and passed off without the slightest hitch 
or jar. It was without doubt the most 
orderly conducted hanging that has oc- 
curred in this state in years. There was no 
bunglesome arrangement, no delay and no 
conflict of details, but a well regulated, 
well executed hanging. 

Sheriff Mundy and his guards reached the 
scaffold, which was located near the cot- 
ton factory below the planing mills, with

He uttered in a low 
voice, ‘“‘The Lord is with me today.’”’ 

Sheriff Mundy then told him he would 
let him Know when he was ready, and the 
sheriff then descended the stairway and 
went to the room below, where the trigger 
to the trap was located. Law then told the 
preachers and guards goodby, and Sheriff 
Mundy cried out from below: ‘Goodby, 
Cassius,”’ and Law replied, ‘Goodby. Fare- 
well to everybody!’’ 

Immediately the drop fell, at 11:02 o’clock, 
and the soul of Cassius Law was sent into 
eternity. 
and G. T. Canning made an examination, 
and in fourteen minutes Law was pro- 
nounced dead. The drop failed to break 
his neck and he died from strangulation. 

As the trigger was sprung Law’s body 
shot down through the trapdoor five feet 
and turned half around to the right. He 
shrugged up his body once or twice and 
then became perfectly motionless. At 11:18 
o'clock his body was cut down and turned 
over to Undertakers Dorsey & Son, who 
had charge of the burial. 

Law was perfectly composed and showed 
no sign of fear at his approaching doom. 
He sat quietly in his chair during the pre- 
liminary arrangements and the religivus 
service, only moving once, nhen he pot 
down on his knees in prayer. He told the 
preachers that his sins had been forgiven. 
None of his relatives being here, his vody 
was buried by the county, and his remains 
were interred at the cemetery at 9 o’clock 
this afternoon. 

A crowd of about three fhundred people 
congregated around the scaffold, but no- 
body except those on the inside could wit- 
ness the execution, it being conducied 
strictly according to the order of the court. 
There was no disorder or disturbance. 
Sheriff Mundy is to be congratulated on so 
successful an execution. 


The Murder of Sarah Curry. 

As is well known, Law murdered Sarah 
Curry, a young negro girl, with whom he 
was in love, on last Christmas morning. 
He was arrested soon thereafter and 
brought back to Gainesville and put in 
jail. At the January term of court he 
was convicted and sentenced to be hanged 
March 15th. His attorney, Mr. J. O. Adams, 
filed a-petition with the state prison com- 


was to have taken place, asking for a 
commutation of the sentence to life impris- 
onment, claiming Law was not morally 


of intellect. The prison commission not 
being in session and not being able to hear 
the petition before the date of the execu- 
tion. Governor Candler respited him untill 
March 2th. At that time the matter had 
not been fully considered by the -prison 
commission and another respite was order- 
ed until April 12th. The prison commission 
refused to interfere and the execution took 
place today. 

This was the first hanging in Hall county 
since 1872. when Robert Byrd was executed 
for murder.

More money has been subscribed 
than in any of the other reunion cities and 
the end is not yet. It is the intention of 
the gentlemen in charge of the gathering 
to have every visitor leave the city a walk- 
ing- advertisement of the thorough man- 
ner in which Charleston accomplishes its 
undertakings. socially and commercially 
Nearly $15,000 has been ‘raised and the 
sources of contribution have by no means 
been exhausted. In addition to the funds 
secured for the entertainment of the vet- 
erans. the city has expended $35,000 in the 
erection of one of the most handsome au- 
ditoriums in the southern states. There 
Is another very significant indication of 
the genera] interest in the reunion, and 
that jis of all the money raised not $50 
has come from people or places outside 
the city of Charleston. Not a cent of the 
entertainment fund is the result of munici- 
pal appropriation, but represents the pa- 
triotic offerings of the people of Charles- 
ton. 

When the Veterans’ Association in At- 
lanta last year decided to come to Charles- 
ton for the reunion of 1899 a serious matter 
which appeared before the Charleston com- 
mittee was that of a place for general 
meetings. There was no hall in the city 
sufficiently large to accommodate the vet- 
erans in their gatherings. The city coun- 
ci’, however, came up to the gap and ap- 
propriated money to build the Thomson 
auditorium, which. is nearing completion. 
The building will be finished by the first 
week in May and will be ready for the 
reunion beginning May 10th. There is a 
seating capacity in the auditorium for 7.000 
persons. It is a handsome structure, built 
on the theater style with all modern the- 
atrical improvements and patterns and is 
located at Cannon park, on Rutledge ave- 
nue, near the residence portion of the city. 
The auditorium was erected for the special 
benefit of the confederate reunion, but such 
a place has always been needed here and 
will be a valuable help to the city. The 
contractors are at work day and night and 
every effort will bt. made to have the build- 
ing completed by May. Mr. Robert Mc- 
Carrell, the contractor in charge, told The 
Constitutjon correspondent. today that no 
fear néed be ascertained as to the comple- 
tion of the auditorium. 

Ail of the big halls in the city have been 
tendered the association for the use of the 
various headquarters-and branches of the 
general reunion. There are a number of 
these halls and they will be needed. 

The lowest careful estimates made as 
to the number of visitors to be expected 
in Charleston during the reunion week is 


30,000. Other estimates place the number 


of visitors as high as 50,000, though it-is 
doubtful if that many people wil! be here. 
There is, of course, not enough hotel and 
boarding House room in Charleston for so 
many visitors, and the task of caring for 
such a iarge number has been a serious 
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the most important before the general com- 


mittee and has been considered very care- 
fully. The assurance is given, however, 
that ample accommodations, both in the 
eating and sleeping line, will be provided 
for the visitors, and Chairman Barker has 
asked The Constitution to lay particular 
Stress on this fact. ‘‘We will be in a posi- 
tion,”’ said he to this correspondent, ‘to 
eare for all the strangers in our gates.

Young Men's Library Association Members Have Donated All Theit 
‘Properly to the Enterprise 


MADE DECISION LAST NIGHT 


Enthuslastle Meeting Was Held In the 
Library Building.

MEMBERS WILL ELECT SIX TRUSTEES 


Election for Trustees Will Be Con- 
ducted Next Tuesday—Carnegie’s 
$100,000 Is Now Subject to 
Draft by the City of 
Atlanta. 


The lan@, books, securities and other 
assets of the Young Men’s Library Associa- 
tion will be turned unreservedly over to 
the city of Atlanta to be used in estab- 
lishing the free public library in this city. 

The land is valued at $50,000, the books at 
$25,000 and the securities at’ $11,000, making 
@ total of $9@,000, which will be presented to 
Atianta by the Young Men's Library As- 
gociation, and which, coupled with the 
magnificent offer of Andrew Carnegie, the 
millionaire philanthropist, of $100,000, will 
form the nucleus for the establishing of a 
free public library in this city. 

The decision to merge their association 
into the new public library was made last 
night by the members of the young men's 
library at a meeting called in the building 
on’ Marietta street for the purpose of con- 
eidering the question. The, action was 
unanimous. The members devoted some 
time to considering the question, but before 
the meeting adj@urned the proposition to 
turn the effects of the library over to the 
city was made unanimous, and amid the 
considerable cheering, ‘the vote was an- 
nounced by Eugene M. Mitchell, president 
of the Y. M. L. A. 

The money for the building of the public 
library is now at the disposal of the au- 
thorities of this city, as is evidenced by 
the following letter written under date of 
April 10th to W. M. Kelley, of this city: 

‘“‘My Dear Mr. Kelley—I am glad to learn 
the favorable news in yours of the 8th. I 
have instructed the Carnegie Steel Com- 
pany to honor your drafts for $100,000, as it 
may be needed fdr the building, from time 
to time. Wishing you much success, l am 
very truly yours, 

“ANDREW CARNEGIE.” 

The reading of this letter was received 

\with applause By the members of the 
TMrary association. . 

The favorable news of which Mr. Car- 
negie writes was given him by Mr. Kelley, 
who. wrote the millionaire that the city 
government had accepted his offer, and 
that the matter now rested with the mem- 
bers of the Young Men’s Library Associa- 
tion. 

The terms of the transfer of the property 
to the city as agreed upon by the members 
last night are identical with those already 
approved by the city government. The 
terms in substance provide that the prop- 
erty is to be donated to the city, and that 
twelve trustees are to govern the new 
library, six of whom are to be chosen by 
the library association, for the mext six 
years. If at any time during the next six 
years the city discontinues maintaining the 
free library. all property which will now 
be turned over to the city is to revert to 
the Young Men’s Library Association. For 
eix years the corporation of the Young 
Men’s Library Association is to be con- 
tinued, and the board of directors of the 
association was last night empowered to 
apply for a renewal of the charter, which 
expires in 1900.

State Depot Commission Organ- 
tied at Capital Yesterday, 


IS WN THOROUGH SYMPATHY 


Senator W. S, West; ef Valdosta, Made 
Chairman of Committee, 


CITY 1S NOTIFIED OF ORGANIZATION 


Any Plan Now Proposed for Dis- 
posal of State’s Property in At-. 
lanta for Purpose of Depot 
Will Be Comsidered at 
Once. 


The committee appointed by the last 
legislature to consent on the part of the 
State to the erection of a new.passenger 
depot in Atlanta met at 10 o'clock yes- 
terday morning in the office of Colonel 
Ed. Brown, special attorney for the West- 
ern and Atlantic road. The committee 
consisting of Senator W, S. West, fTrep- 
resentatives Morris Brandon, of Fulton, 
and Byron Power, of Decatur, together 
With Attorney General Terrell and special 
attorney Brown, was all on hand at the 
meeting yesterday. 

The meeting served to develop the fact 
that the commission is decidedly friendly 
to the plan for a new passenger depot in 
the city, and stands ready by its prompt 
organization to assist any plan or propo- 
Sition coming from the roads looking to 
the desired end. 

The first session of the commission was 
called to order by Senator W. 8S. West, who 
on motion ef Mr. Brandon, was chosen 
permanent chairman of the commission. 
The post of secretary was tendered to 
Mr. Brandon, of Fulton, but it was de- 
clined, and Mr. Bower, of Decatur, was 
elected to the position. 

A motion was made by attorney General 
Terrell to notify the Western and Atlant- 
ic road, together with the city of Atlanta, 
that the organization of the legislative 
commission had been perfected, and that 
the body was ready to receive any com- 
munication or proposition looking to the 
erection of a new depot.

Alderman West Talks. 

Chairman W. S. West, in stating the 
object for which the commission had been 
called together, said that he had been re- 
quested by Representative Brandon 
to name a date as early -as pos- 
sible as there had been . consider- 
able talk by tha railroads with 
reference to the depot. The chairman 
was of the opinion that the commission 
should not run the risk of delaying the 
proceedings by not being organized should 
any matters of importance for its atten- 
tion arise, as it was the expressed desire 
of the legislature to see the work on the 
new depot begun before the opening of 
the next session. For these reasons the 
chairman thought the commission should 
organize at once so that it could stand 
ready to assist if possible in the early 
erection of the depot. 

Nothing further than the organization 
of the commission was accomplished at 
the session, but it was evident that every 
member of the commission is heartily in 
line with the fight for the new station. 
The commission will now await the ac- 
tion of the roads, and whatever suggest- 
ion or plans as the disposition of the 
state’s property in the city are made.

Arbitration Between Georgia Co, 
and City Has Begun, 


M'CORD REPRESENTS COMPANY 


E,W. Dutton Has Been Appointed as the 
City's Arbiter 


WILL EXAMINE COMPANY'S BOOKS 


Arbiters Have the Right To Reduce 
Present Contract Price, but Can- 
not Raise It—Agreement 
for Arbitration Signed 
Yesterday. 


The arbitration conference between the 
city and the Georgia Electric Light Com- 
pany for the purpose of determining wheth- 
er the price for street lights cannot be 
reduced will begin today. E. W. Dutton 
has peen appointed arbiter for the city 
and Joseph A. McCord has been named 
to represent the Georgia Electric Light 
Company. 

The present contract between the city 
and this company calls for two confer- 
ences for the purpose of agreeing if possl- 
ble on a reduced price for the street light- 
ing. The first arbitrayon should have 
been held two years ago, but no movement 
was ever started in that direction. The 
second is called for this year. 

The contract expressly states that in no 
case shall the arbiters agree to a higher 
price than is stipulated in the original 
agreement. The arbiters may reduce the 
price if they think the city is paying too 
much, and the company is making too 
great a profit. 

The city, therefore, has all to gain and 
nothing to lose. In case the two arbiters 
already appointed fail to agree, then an 
umpire is to be appointed. The arbiters 
will examine the books of the Georgia 
Electric Light Company today and will 
probably be ready to make a report in a 
short while. The result will be watched 
with interest. : 

Following is the contract signed yester- 
day afternoon by Mayor Woodwamrd. repre-

GEORGIA, FULTON COUNTY.— 

Whereas, an existing contract between

WIDEN AND IMPROVE WHITEHALL 


The Last Possible Ground for Dowbt That Work Would Be Bone 
Has Been Swept Avay, 


GREAT THING FOR THE CITY 


Street Will Be Made One of the Mast 
Beautiful in Atlanta 


COUNTY COMMISSIONERS 10 GIVE HALF 


Movement Has Been on Foot Yor Two 
Years—Property Will Enhance in 
Value—Will Form Connect- 
ing Link Between Chert 
and Peachtree. 


Mayor Woodward affixed his signature to 
the ordinance widening Whitehall street 
yesterday ‘afternoon. It is now absolutely 
settled that the thoroughfare will be im- 
proved. The city council has passed it, 
the aldermanic board has concurred and the 
county commissioners have formally agreed 
to bear one-half the expense. 
now to be done but to begin work. 

This news will be most gratifying to the 
residents on Whitehall street and in that 
vicinity who have,been working assiduous- 
ly for the improvement for two years. 
Councilman J. J. Maddox and Alderman I. 
S. Mitchell successfully worked the meas- 
ure through the council, and deserve credit 
for their success. 

The street is to be made a sixty-foot thor- 
oughfare by being widened five’ feet on 
each side. Nearly all the property owners 
between Forsyth street and the Central 
railway crossing have donated the necessa- 
ry frontage from their property on condi- 
tion that the city and county will reset the 
paving, curbing, fences, ete., and repave 
the street with either asphalt or brick.’ The 
paving wil] probably not be laid urtil next 
year. 

The property of those who have refused 
to donate their frontage will Le condemned. 
The council. recently passed a resclution 
providing for this move. Every property 
owner will be given a fair compensation for 
his property. The fact that «ne or two 
citizens object to giving thelr land will in 
no way deter the movement. 

Whitehal] street in'its present ccndition i 
entirely too narrow to accommodate all the 
travel] that goers over it. Yf is the on’y out- 
let from the center of the city to West End, 
one of the most fashionable suburps, and it 
is now almost impossible for any one to 
drive on the street with any comfort and 
perfect safety. 

How the Movement Started. 

The movement to widen and improve 
Whitehall street started about two years 
ago, when a number of prominent citizens 
living along that thoreughfare petitioned 
the council to-do the work. Council re- 
garded the plan favorably, but at first 
thought it too great an undertaking for

the city to shoulder alone. 

The county board was then appealed to, 
and the commissioners came forward and 
offered to bear the expenses of one-half of 
the total cost. Several other matters were 
before the council at the time, however, 
and while the councilmen have always been 
in favor of the Whitehall improvement, yet 
it has been delayed from time to time end 
was not practicaily assured until the 
finance committee of the present council 
set aside $10,000 cash for permanent street 
improvements when the apportionment 
sheet was being made out the first of the 
present year, : 

This appropriation was really for White- 
hall street. The councilmen all Knew it, 
were in favor of it, and the fund has been 
kept intact for this purpose ever since. 
When the matter was brought up before 
the street committee several weeks ago 
the committeemen voted unanimously in 
favor of the improvement. 

Alderman Mayson was the only member 
of council who it was feared would oppose 
the report of the committee in that body. 
Mr. Mayson had been converted, however, 
and when the street committee’s report 
came up for consideration he seconded the 
motion to adépt it. The result was that 
the council vote was unanimous and en- 
thusiastic. 

Will Be a Great Improvement. 

The widening of Whitehall street w]] 
not only improve this thoroughfare, but 
the entire city. It will be transformed 
into one of the most beautiful streets in 
the south. Property there will greatlv en- 
hance in value, and the property owners 
who have donated their frontage will find 
that their investments will prove valua- 
ble. 

Greater Whitehall street will make the 
connecting Nnk - between Peachtree and 
Forsyth streets on the one side and the 
chert road on the south side, making a 
beautiful driveway from Buckhead on the 
north to College Park on the south, a @is- 
tance of about twenty-two miles.
